He therefore instructs 
supervisors that in no case will a part of 
one county Be dfi" ehtimération district 
with another county or any part thereof, 
nor will a-town be joined in an enumera- 
tion district with the fractional part of 
another town. In general, every town 
or ward is to be censidered an enumera- 
tion district, aif» the estimated population 
thereof exceeds seven or eight hundred 
inhabitants. Provision is made for divid- 
ing towns and wards when a certain 
amount of population is reached. It is 
probable that all towns exceeding three 
thousand. inhabitants, and all wards ex- 
ceeding two thousand five hundred in- 
habitants will be divided into two or 
more ¢numeration districts. The census 
act directs that enumerators shall be se- 
lected solely with reference: to their fit- 
ness and without regard to their political 
' or party affiliations; and Superintendent 
Walker says he is aware of no reason ex- 
isting in law. why women should be re- 
girded as ineligible for appointment as 
enumerators.

She 
puts rents at $15 a month and pro- | 
visions at $25 a month. These two items 
rs | exhaust $480—leaving, after clothes, fuel, 
etc., are provided for by her calemlation 
$160 for “whatever may happen.”; The 
bachelor writer is cruel enough to sug- 
ths | gest in this:.connection that the young 
lady has very little idea of “whatever 
‘may happen,” and that $160 is hardly 
enough money to meet the contingency. 
And #0 the discussion goes. 

Tue Constitution, devoted to the dis- 
cussion of all material subjects, must 
take a hand in this one. To begin 
with, it may be remarked that it 
is pretty close shaving for a young couple ; 
to live on_ $1,000 per annum—and yet 
we contend that it can be done—and pro- 
vision made too for ‘‘whatever may hap- 
pen.” Inthe first place a home large 
enough to be happy in, and pretentious 
enough for people who remember that it 
is the hostess and not the house that 
charms the guest, can be had for $15 a 
month. We base these calculations, it 
must be remarked, on Atlanta—merely 
premising them with the statement that 
persons living in cities where they areim- 
possible figures ought to. come to Atlanta 
to live. Let us say, however, that the 
house costs $20.a month—this eats up for 
rent. $240. Asto the provision account 
that need not go over $25 a month, and it 
may be kept a shade under it, and still 
give the young folks all they can reason- 
ably want to eat. This takes $300 more, 
leaving only $460 for the rest. Of this 
amount $150 will be ample for clothes, 
and $60 will suffice fora servant. This 
leaves $250, of which $50 will provide the 
fuel and ‘lights and $50 will meet inci- 
dlental expenses. {This leaves $150, which, 
we contend, is quite enough for “what 
may happen.” 

These figures are general, but they are 
quite libéral’ enough. Outside of statis- 
tics, it may be said that the amount of 
happiness that comes with marriage is 
inestimable—that the increased scopeand 
ambition a good wife gives toa man’s 
life is beyond price—and that the pro- 
tection that a home furnishes against 
temptation and pernicious habits amounts 
toa great deal. If every young man 
over twenty years of age would marry a. 
good young woman as soon as he begins 
to earn one thousand dollars a year, we 
should see a decided improvement 
in the rising generation. Any young man 
who earns $1,000 a year before he is mar- 
ried, will find if he gets a good wife, and 
all theory must be based on this pre- 
sumption, that he will soon be capable 
of making himself worth more than 
$1,000 a year, and an increase of salary 
may be expected. And then how many 
homes are started, and even kept happy 
and comfortable after something “has 
happened” on less than $1,000 a year. 
What man would not be wil‘ing to deny 
himself all the luxuries of life and a 
reasonable share of its comforts in order 
to establish a home for himself, and light 
it up with the woman of his heart? It 
is not money that makes happy homes—- 
and hearthstones that are  cheerless 
for the lack of it would not be 
cheerful if they were paved 
with. gold. The young fellow who 
loves a girl and hangs back from marriage 
because he has only a thousand dollars a 
year,.is not very much in love. But 
then why theorize on this subject? It is 
one pudding of which the only proof is 
the eating. Why not then have the mat-

A Pair of Books. 

It is only upon--very rare occasions that 
the reviewer has an opportunity of classify- 
ing two books by different authors and with 
wholly different ends i in view as a pair of 
books, Applied to ‘‘A Fool’s Errand,” by 
Judge Albion Tourgee, and.‘‘The Master of 
“Red Leaf,”” by Mrs. E: A. Meriwether, 
the classification is literally correct. The 
two books should be read together. If we 
are to regard them from a. political point of 
view; as they undoubtedly will be regarded 
by small minds on both sides the line, their 
effect must be altogether unhappy. Those | 
at the south in whom tbe sectional instinct 
is prominent, not to say protuberant, will | 
rise from the perusal of Judge Tourgee’s 
book flushed with indignation and convinc- 
ed that -his people and their civilization 
have been most foully slandered, white the 
partisans of the sectional idea at the north 
will point proudly to the most horrifying 
| episodes in the experience of Comfort Ser- 
vosse, the Carpet Bagger, as a justification 
of their attitude, On the other hand these 
same partisans whochance to read. Mrs. 
Meriwether’s story will cry out that the 
intention of the book -is to slander 
New England virtue and to belittle 
the mission of the sons and 
daughters of Salem. So that, . be- 
tween the protests of partisans in both 
sections the strong literary purpose in each 
of the books is likely to go for nothing. 
This purpose is much stronger in Judge 
Tourgee’s book than in Mrs, Meriwether's 
but. it is sufficiently pronounced ia both to 
warrant careful study. 

With respect to “A Fool’s Errand,” let 
us hasten to say that we do not propose to 
regard it from a partisan standpoint,-and 
we have no idea it will be-eo regarded by 
those who hang their politics on the hat- 
rack when they go home at night... The lit- 
erary instinct of the author is so strong and 
so true that even in giving a place in his 
volume to incidents that have served a term 
as campaign slanders, he is careful to ac- 
company them with such extenuation as a. 
close and candid observer could not fail to 
find. In other words, the exaggerations al- 
lowable by the license of fiction.are not 
malicious, and while the story is told from 
the standpgint of a radical republicati, it is } 
hard to discover in its pages.any animus.of 
real partisanship. .We say this, knowing |

In some respects it is 
mest powerfully written book, but, as in 
he. case of “A Fool’s Errand’’ considerable 
allowance is to be made for exaggeration 
which, under the circumstances, must have 
been involuntary. The story professes to be 
the narrative of Hester Stanhope, a New 
England girl, who, fired by a desire to free 
the slaves, comes south ostensibly as a 
governess, but really to insite the negroes 
to insurrection. She finds employment in 
the Devaseur family at a plantation seat 
called Red Leaf. She is ripe for action when 
Lynn Devaseur, the master of Red Leat, 
appears upon the scene, and with this 
wonderful person Hester Stanhope falls in 
love. Then the war supervenes, and the 
romantic assumes a hectic hue, and finally 
winds up ia a most horrible manner. One 
lays the book down with a feeling that one 
has been relieved of a violent form of 
nightmare. We commend it to our New 
England friends, along with ‘‘A Fool’s 
“Errand,” in order that they may have be- 
fore them, at the same moment, two har- 
rowing eXamples of sectionalism. It will 
wound their pride somewhat, and shock 
their prejudices, as well as their propriety, 
but we have been perfectly fair in this mat- 
ter, We have comwmended to our own peo- 
ple ‘‘A Fool’s Errand,’’ and we now com- 
mend tothe sons and daughters of Salem 
this autobiography of Hester Stan- 
hope. From beginning to end, 
it is an unhappily conceived pbcok, 
and if it be not, as we have suggested, a 
}satire upon both sections, its purpose is to 
inculcate sectional hate. If this purpuse be 
a Worthy one, then "The Master of Red 
““Leaf’’ is above criticism so far as its object 
is concerned. The literary merit of this 
book is not.of a very high order, though it 
is powerfully written in places. The style | 
seems to be a compromise between the 
transcendental nonsense of. the author of 
‘“‘Macaria’’ and the matter-of-fact style of a 
western country editor. “‘A Fool’s Errand”’ 
is sent us by Messrs.*Fords, Howard & Hul- 
burt, and “The Master of Red Leaf’’ by 
Messrs; E. J. Hale & Son, of New York, and 
we presume the books are on sale at the 
ustial places.
